WORK OF THE BUREAU 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics is the economic and social research agency 
of the Department of Agriculture. It is the Department's fact-finder in agri- 
cultural statistics, in prices, demand and supply, costs and income, marketing, 
transportation, manpower, credit, taxation, land and water utilization, rural 
welfare, and other aspects of agricultural production and distribution, Through 
its analyses and interpretations of the facts collected, it provides a basis for 
the formulation and guidance of national agricultural policies. 


The functions of the Divisions of Work, as described in the organization chart 
on page 2, indicate the varied activities of the Bureau. In the Nation's 
present all-out war program the Bureau is expected to furnish the basic data and 
analyses that the Nation mst have in order to determine what wartime food and 
fiber requirements must be met and how these needs can best be satisfied. In 
war and peace alike, the underlying function of the Bureau is to expedite the 
production and distribution of ample supplies of agricultural commodities at 
prices reasonable for the consumer yet high enough to allow a fair return to 
people living on farms. 


In these activities the Bureau studies continuously the shifting economic and 
social conditions that always are bearing upon agriculture, It analyses a wide 


_ variety of problems affecting individual farm enterprises and related agricul- 


tural businesses, It points out methods by which farmers may adjust. their 
enterprises to changed conditions, and provides information to assist farmers in 
determining what and how much to produce, how to finance and manage their farms, 
and how and when to market their products.

SITUATION REPORTS 


fhe Agricultural Situation is a monthly printed periodical divided into two 
major sections. One section contains brief reviews of current developments in 
various farm commodities and in agricultural production and distribution prob- 
lems; the other section, short articles analyzing the economic aspects of 
agriculture, such as marketing, food supplies, price conditions, scientific 
developments, farm land values, farm-mortgage debt, etc.

This periodical is issued in two editions: the full edition, which con- 
teins the commodity reviews and signed articles as outlined above; and a separ- 
ate, containing only the commodity reviews, that is prepared for the quarter- 
million volunteer crop and price reporters who supply the Department with a 
continuous flow of basic data on agriculture. 





The full edition is designed primarily for county agents and other local 
égricultural workers to aid them in keeping informed on the economic aspects of 
agriculture.

The Demand and Price Situation presents monthly a review of the factors affect- 
ing the demand for farm products and of general trends’ in the prices of farm 
products, wholesale prices of other products, and farm income. Summaries of 
the price situation and the outlook for the major farm products are also in- 
cluded. This publication provides more detailed and technical analyses than 
does "The Agricultural Situation.” 


The Farm Income Situation, issued monthly, contains estimates of cash farm 
income from marketings and Government payments in the preceding month, with 
separate estimates of income from the principal groups of commodities. Esti- 
Inmates, by States, of income from sales of crops, livestock, and livestock 
products are also given. Government payments by States are reported in August 
and February. Annual estimates of cash and gross income by States for major 
farm commodities, estimates of volume of agricultural production for sale and 
home consumption, and estimates of selected farm expenses are presented from 
time to time. 


The Marketing and Transportation Situation, issued monthly, is divided into 
three parts; (1) @ summary, with statistical tables, of price spreads between 
the farmer and the consumer, and related information of marketing charges, con-= 
sumer expenditures for food products, and the share of the consumer's dollar 
received by farmers; (2) occasional summaries of latest developments in the 
field of marketing and transportation of farm products, having general signi- 
ficauce to marketing research and extension workers, agricultural businessmen, 
_ farm leaders, and consumer groups; (3) a special article dealing with some 

_ marketing or transportation problem of current significance or summarizing the 
results of Bureau research that are especially timely or that may be unsuited 
_ to seperate publication. Each fall the outlook for marketing and transportation

for the succeeding year is analyzed, and soon after the end of each calendar 
year the data for the past year as a whole and comparisons with the preceding 
years are given. 


The National Food Situation, issued monthly, contains statistical tables show-— 
ing the index numbers of retail food prices and nonagricultural income payments, 
the distribution of food supplies, and the per capita consumption of major 

foods by income levels. Supply, production, marketing, and consumption of major 
foods are covered in summaries and special articles. A survey for the year as 

a whole and the outlook for the succeeding year appear in one issue each fall. 


The following commodity situation reports give a rather complete picture of ‘the 
supply, demand, price, and outlook for each of the more important farm products 
for which adequate information is available. They contain information on the 
outlook for agricultural commodities to aid in planning production and market- 
ing. Tebles and charts present current figures on acreage, yield, production, 
markst movement, stocks, consumption, and prices, and also comparisons with 
other significant periods. From time to time the results of special studies 
relating to the prices of the respective commodities are included.

It also contains tables showing current 
index numbers for agriculture and parity prices for farm products compared 
with actual prices received. 


LAND POLICY REVIEW 


The Land Policy Review is a quarterly printed publication devoted to economic 
and social phases of agriculture, especially war and post-war agricultural and 
land matters. It is a journal of opinion, presenting nontechnical discussion, 
reports, and criticisms by qualified persons within and outside of the Depart- 
mento It is committed to no particular program or policy; rather it attempts 
to present background material for the making of policies.

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AGRICULTURAL FINANCE REVIEW 


The Agricultural Finance Review, a processed report issued each November, con- 
sists of a review of current developments and research in the field of farm 


credit, farm insurance, and farm taxation. A statistical appendix gives 
detailed data by States and by geographic divisions. 


Featured in this review, and also issued as separate reports, are deta 
on farm real estate taxes, income taxes and the farmer, and farm-mortgage 
debt. (See page for these and other reports on agricultural finance. ) 


Also featured in the Review, but no longer issued as separate reports, 
are the following: 


*Jmount of outstanding farm-mortgage loans, by States, held by 
leading agencies at the end of each year. Data are included for 
the Federal land banks and the Land Bank Commissioner, life 
insurance companies, joint stock land banks, commercial banks, 
and three State credit agencies.

Indexes of net demand deposits of member banks of the Federal 
Reserve System, located in places of less than 15,000 population, 
compiled for four groups of States: (1) the 20 leading agricul- 
tural States, excluding California, corrected for seasonal 
variations; (2) Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, Oklahoma, and South Carolina; (3) Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, Missouri, and Nebraska; (4) Montane, 
Colorado, Arizona, Idaho, Nevada, New Mexico, Utah, and Wyoming. 
Monthly indexes have 1924-29 monthly average as the base. (Monthly 
data available in typewritten form upon request.) 


Farm-bankruptcy reports containing an analysis by States of cases 
handled under Section 75 of the National Bankruptcy Act. 


Insurance companies owned and controlled by farmers, and operating 
on a mutual plan. Data cover farmers‘ mutual insurance companies 
that deal in fire, windstorm, and other types of needed insurance. 
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CROPS AND MARKETS 


Crops and Markets, a printed quarterly publication, carries production and 
market statistics and analyses of an economic and statistical nature. Produc- 
tion statistics include reports of the Crop and Livestock Reporting Service 
prices received by farmers, and intentions to plant and to breed. Market ‘ 
statistics fall under these general classes: Livestock, meats, and wool; 
dairy and poultry products; grain; feed; and cotton.

THE FARM REAL ESTATE SITUATION 


The Farm Real Estate Situation, issued annually as one of the regular Circular 
series of the Department, reviews briefly the general situation and discusses 
values in the separate geographical divisions and States, and such items as 
causes of changes in values, changes in farm ownership including voluntary and 
forced sales, farm-mortgage credit, and other factors bearing upon the farm 
real estate situation. 


Current Developments in the Farm Real Estate Market, a processed report pre= 
pared every four months (March, July, and November), summarizes significant 
facts on trends in land values, volume of sales, types of buyers and sellers, 


financing of transfers, and influences operating in the farm real estate mar- 
ket as revealed by current surveys. 


FARM POPULATION ESTIMATES 


Farm Population Estimates, released about June 15 each year, contains annual 
estimates of the number of persons living on farms, the movement from farms to 
towns and cities and from towns and cities to farms, and the number of births 
and deaths in farm population. These estimates are based on returns from 
farmers, supplemented by vital statistics and census data, Besides the total 
figures for the United States there are tables by geographic divisions. A 
summary is printed in "The Agricultural Situation."
